British Troops Rout the Native Forces 
in Manipur. 


THE CAPITAL TO BE ATTACKED AND 
DESTROYED. 


Honduras and Salvador ‘Preparing for 
Wer With Guatemala—Rapid Spread 
of the Annexation Sentiment in New- 
foundland — Herbert Gladstone in 
Financial Trouble—Foreign News. 


SIMLA, April 28.—Further depatches re- 
ceived here from the British columns ad- 
vancing on Manipur confirm the report that 
the Regent of Manipur (the Jobraj, or heir to 
the throne, who with the Sennaputty, or 
commander in chief, deposed their brother, 
the Maharajah of Manipur) has fied to the 
hills in company with the prominent chiefs 
who assisted him in the revolt. 

A great fire has been seen in the direction 
of the capitol, and a loud explosion which 
took place during the conflagration seems to 
indicate that the capitol] has been destroyed. 

The dispatches received here yesterday 
stated that the British troops were within 
ten miles of Imphal, the capital of Manipur, 
and that Imphal was to be taken, if possible, 
by assault at 6 o’clock this morning. 

The British column which was recently at 
Sfichar (also known as Cachar) has engaged 
end utterly routed the enemy at Bissenpur. 

It is not expected that there will be any fur- 
ther opposition of a serious nature offered to 
the advance of the British forces. 

Gen. Graham’s column on Saturday iast 
surprised a force of about one thousand Man!- 
puris, who were entrenched behind earth- 
works. The British force first cutoff the re- 
treat of the Manipuris and then charged upon 
the entrenched position they occupied. A 
severe hand-to-hand fight followed. The 
enemy was completely routed, losing 200 men. 
One British officer was killed and four officers 
were wounded.

Kennets, was shot 
inthe leg, Thecompany has paid the men 
off and closed down the works indefinitely, 
together with the Michigan Forge and Iron 
Works and the Detroit Car Wheel Works for 
the products of which the car shops are the 
principal consumers. 

The committee appointed by the strikers to 
visit the Peninsular car-works did so this 
morning, but accomplished nothing. Fur- 
ther trouble with the strikers is evidently 
anticipated by the authorities, as the men 
are nearly all Poles. 

A detall from each company of the State 
troops in the city is being kept in the armory 
until all danger of riot 1s thought to be past.

THE SWEATING SYSTEM. 
HOW IT 18 PRACTICED IS NEW YORK—PRO- 
POSED MEASURE OF KELIEF. 

ALBANY. N. Y., April 2%.—In the annual re- 
port of the State Board of Mediation and Ar- 
bitration, which was to-day submitted to the 
Legislature, there is a reeommendation in 
favor of a law'to break up the ‘‘sweating 
system.’*’ 

‘‘A branch of industry carried on in the 
city of New York that calls for special men- 
tion,’’ says the report, ‘‘is that of the man- 
ufacture of certain articles of clothing, 
principally cloaks and shirts, by 
a class of foreigners of several 
nationalities, few of whom speak the English 
language and pearly all of whom labor like 
slaves from twelveto eighteen hours a day, 
receive a miserable pittance and live in 
squalor. The chief cause of the degredation 
of this class of labor is to be found in what is 
known in the trade asthe ‘sweating sys- 
tem,’ which is carried on by contractors or 
middie men. These comtractors are gener- 
ally of the same race ane nationality of their 
victims. They live and have the garments 
made in the shabbiest and most wretched of 
the tenement houses of the city. which are 
destitute of proper light, venttiation and ac- 
commodations. Into these tenement apart- 
ments they crowd the horde who serve them 
for making the articles for which they con- 
tract at fair prices with the manufacturers. 
It is dificult to find, and hardly possibie to 
imagine greater wrong or more depredation 
than is suffered by these working people at 
the hands of the ‘sweater.’ It it be possl-

Berlin’s Evidence of Mourning for the 
Dead Soldier of the Empire. 


THE REMAINS OF MARSHAL VON MOLTEB 
BORNE TO THE TOMB. 


Emperor William and the Principal 
Generals of the German Army in the 
Funeral Cortege—Great Throngs Line 
the Route of the Procession—Impres- 
sive Ceremonies. 


LABOR IN EUROPE. 

Lowpon, April 28.—A Berlin dispatch says 
that the severe measures of depression in 
Westphalia have had their effect, and the 
strikers are thoroughly cowed, Many of their 
families are ina starving condition, and ex- 
pected remittances from Belgium and England 
have not arrived. The strikers are not per- 
mitted to hold meetings, and if a few are seen 
gather ing, they are are at once scattered by 
the police. Consequently they have little op- 
port unity to arrange for common action. 

The Paris Municipal Council has voted not 
to allow the municipal employes to take part 
in the May 1 demonstration. This action 
has greatly disappointed the Socialists. 


Bexum, April %.—It was not until after 
midnight iast night that the finishing 
touches had been given to the elaborate 
preparations which,since the announcement 
of the event, have been steadily progressing 
under @ supervision at once patriotic, artis- 
tic and sympathetic, toarray the German 
capital in such symbols of mourning as 
should in some degree give outward evidence 
of the inward grief of the fatherland for the 
death of the first soldier ofthe Empire. No 
later than the morning following the death 
of the gField Marshal, it appeared more than 
possible that the resources of even this great 
European art center would be taxed to thelr 
utmost to meet the demands of those who de- 
sired “#7 to mark their sense of 
the nation’s loss by draping their resi- 
dences and places of business in 
the gloomy trappings of woe. Wher it 
was reported that the Kalser would himseif 
head the great state procession which was to 
escort the dead warrior to the railway sta- 
tion, possibility became a certainty ,and since 
that moment carpenters and decorators have 
been working day and night endeavoring, 
apparently hopelessly, to meet the demand 
for thetr services. When daylight came to 
Berlin this morning it made Its chastened 
way throuch avenue after avenue and street 
after street literally swathed in crape, 
entwined German flags, banners, shields, 
rosettes and u thousand and one 
similar devices. The great business houses 
fiong the principal thoroughliares were 
conspicuous for the richness of the materials 
used and the elegance of the designs dis- 
played in their adornment. In many in- 
stances, indeed, the Keflin merchants suc- 
cessfully vied with the elaborate ornamenta- 
tion bestowed by the Government and its 
employes upon the public buildings, notwith- 
Standing the pecullar faciiities offemed by a 
city which is, so far as that government is 
concerned, a magnificent military camp and 
a Vast storehouse forthe trophies of the old 
mark of Krandenbureg, the Kingdom of 
Prussia and the German Empire. 

DRAWING COMVPAKISONS. 

That the official ciass, civil and military 
alike, excelled itself in the matter of ostenta- 
tious exhibition of grief was a fact closely 
noted not only by the gray haired worship- 
pers Of old William !, but by the middle-aged 
and younger admirers of that kindly, gentie 
and sorely affiicted monarch, Frederick II.

ROMANISTS REPLY. 


President Pallen of the Catholic Truth 
‘Society Answers the Alliance. 


UMBRAGE TAKEN AT THE ASSOCIATION 
OF CATHOLICISM WITH SALOONS. 


A Statement of What Catholics Have Done 
in the Oause of Temperance Made to Re- 
fute the Implied Accusation That They 
Are Responsible for the Liquor Evil— 


—Religious News. 


The action of the Evangelical Alliance 
stant ministers yesterday,which con- 
sisted of a discussion of the proposed organ- 
ization of a Protestant Union to fight what 
was classed together at the meetingas ‘‘the 
encroachments of rum and Romanism,’’ bas 
stirred up no little feeling in Catholic cir cles 
of St. Louts. So strong is this feeling that 
it has led to official jnotice of the 
equally official action of the Evangelical Al- 
liance being taken by representatives of the 
local Catholic element and a reply formu- 
lated to the Protestant assault. Mr, Conde 
B. Pallen, President of the Catholic Trugh So- 
ciety of St. Louis, is the official representa- 
tive who speaks in behalf of Catholicism in 
protest against its classification with 
the **saloon influence’’ in such a 
manner as, it is claimed, was done at yester- 
day’s meeting. The Catholic Truth Society 
isa result of the Catholic Congress of Balti- 
more. It was organized to enable Catholic 
laymen to perform their share of the work in 
the dissemination of Catholic truth and the 
spread of a true understanding of Catholl- 
cism. One ofits objects also is ‘‘the prompt 
and systematic correction of mis-statements, 
slanders or libels against Catholic truth,’’ 
andthe President, Conde B. Pallen, states 
that it is for that object he feels called upon 
to reply to the action of the Evangelical Al- 
liance. 
MR. PALLEN’S REPLY. 

“There was a piain and unmistakable 
coupling of ‘Rumand Romanism’ as the two 
evils to be fought by the proposed Protestant 
Union,’’ said Mr. Pallen this morning, ‘‘and 
ftisonly natural that Catholics should be 
indignant at such a connection so unwarrant- 
ably established between the two. There 
are no grounds for ai classification 
so manifestly and bitterly unfair as 
that which holds the Catholic Church 
responsible for the saloon and the saloon in- 
fluence. The church has invariably opposed 
and combatted intemperance and its record on 
that issue is a grand one. I shall take occasion 
to point out only a few significant instances, 
showing the radigal unfairness of the Evan- 
gelical Alliance in its implied charges against 
Catholicism. 

‘‘It is but recently that Bishop Ireland 
of the Catholic Church was tendered an ova- 
tion In New York City so spontaneous 
and general that it was participated in even 
by Protestant ministers. Bishop Ireland’s 
greatest work has been done in the field of 
temperance, and he has never ceased to 
preach against that sinand work against it 
with allhis power. Heis known as a tem- 
perance orator almost without an equal, anid 
the ovation wasa recognition of the grand 
work he has done for the temperance cause. 

‘*Bishop Keane, also of the Oatholic 
Church, recently addressed the W. C.T.U. 
at Washington, D. C., onthe subject of tem- 
perance and his address was a splendid argu- 
ment against saloons and the drinking habit. 

‘‘That most powerful and wide-spread 
temperance organization, the Knights of 
Father Matthew, is a Catholic order, anda 
power in the field of temperance. It is in 
steady and unceasing confiict with intem- 
perance all the time. 

**aAnd right here in St. Louls 
influence is being solidly opposed 
to saloons and intemperance. Only last 
night I attended a“ meeting of 
the St. John’s Sodality, at which Mr. Daniel 
O'Connell Tracy delivered a temperance ad- 
dresstothe young men. He urged that a 
branch of the Knights of Father Matthew be 
organized in every parish, and spoke strongly 
against the existance of social clubs among 
young men, solely because such clubs led to 
drinking and intemperance. 

‘*] venture the assertion that you will find 
that fully three-fourths of the saloons in St. 
Louis are run by non-Catholics, It is avery 
rarething to find a practicai Catholic run- 
ninga saloon, because the saloon is con- 
demnead by the teaching and work 
of the church. The opposition of the 
Catholic churches to the saloon influence 
is a fact susceptible of the strongest proof. 
Only recently a strong petition was sent to 
the New York Legislature by the Catholic 
clergy, protesting against the Shaft low 
ligense bill which practically made saloons 
almost free from tax. That petition was 
among the influences that induced Gov. Hill 
to veto the bill after it had passed the House 
and Senate,

» manism’ is a power for evil and denounce its 
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association with rum andthe saloon as false 
and slanderous. They also fall tosee where 
the Protestant Union has any monopoly 
on this government and claim 
that the proposed union of Protestants 
is calculated to stir up unnecessary strife. 
The charge of being ‘un-American’ is one 
frequently made against the Catholic Church 
by its enemies, but I fail to recall a more 
striking instance of an un-American spirit 
than that displayed by the proposed 
Protestant Union.’’

STEPHEN 3B. ELEINS AUTHORITY FOR THE 
STATEMENT. 


A Public Letter to Be Published Soona— 


Gossip From Washington About the 
Relations Between Harrison and His 


session of the Llinois Capital. 


New YorkK, April 2.—A Poughkeepsie (N. 
Y.) dispatch says: The News-Press, of 
which Mr. Hinchley, formerly of the New 
York Graphic, is editor, publishes the foliow- 
ing: ‘‘Stephen B. Elkins is authority for a 
statement made to a representative of the 
News-Press to the effect that James G. Blaine 
would shortly announce his decision not, 
under any circumstances, toallow his name 
to be used at the next Republican National 
Convention as a candidate for President. It 
is said that Mr. Blaine’s letter of announce- 
ment will be so positive as to admit of 
but one construction, and that is 
he will never again be a candidate for the 
presidency. The Hon. Smith M. Weed, al- 
though a Democrat, has certain business re- 
lations with men of prominence who are Re- 
publicans and he also has said two or three 
times lately that when the time comes Mr. 
Blaine would be found positively declining 
the nomination. Mr. Weed had been so out- 
spoken onthe subject when talking to hits 
friends as to leave the impression as direct as 
that created by Mr. Elkins, who is known as 
Mr. Blaine’s intimate friend and closest po- 
litical advisor.’’ 

Mr. W. J. Arkell, editor and proprietor of 
Judge and whose associate in the ownership 
of Frank Leslie’s is Russell B. Harrison, also 
Saysthat Mr. Blaine is about to come out 
with a most positive refusal to allow his 
name to be used again in connection with the 
presidency. In fact, Mr. Arkell expects 
soon to be permitted to publish the full text 
of Mr. Blaine’s letter on the subject. 

HARRISON AND BLAINE. 

WASHINGTON, D.C., April 23.—The mucth- 
talked-of trouble between Messrs. Harrison 
and Blaine is likely to culminate at any mo- 
ment at present, andthe moment the Pres!- 
dent returns from his junket there is likely 
to beascene. Within the past few days Mr. 
Blaine has seen a great many of his per- 
sonal political friends and he has left the im- 
pression that he will acceptthe Republican 
nomination in case the party seems to de- 
mand it. 

To add to the already strong probability of 
a break in the Cabinet, the Harrison men are 
having Mr.Blaine’s house watched constantly. 
it is declared that Blaine has no right to be 
ambitious under the circumstances, but 
should meekly support his chief for renomi- 
nation. Mr. Bilaine’s friends say that the 
Secretary isnot seeking a nomination, but 
will accept should it be tendered him.

A HEAVY INDICTMENT. 


That the fruits of reckless extravagance 
are the same in the nation as in the indi- 
vidual or business concern is proved by 
the conditions existing in the Treasury 
Department of the United States. 

The Republican majority in the late 
Congress plunged into expenditures which 
made the total of appropriations reach the. 
enormous sum, unparalleled in peace, of 
over one billion dollars. This was done 
without regard to the resources of the Gov- 
ernment and now that these expenditures 
and the other obligations of the Govern- 
ment must be provided for the natural re- 
sult follows. Some astonishing intelli- 
gence with reference to the methods adopt- 
ed by the Treasury authorities to avoid 
national default comes from Washington. 
In order that the credit of the Government 
may be preserved upon the face of its 
accounts the system of book-keeping is 
changed so that not only all reserves, 
but funds set aside for certain purposes and 
not belonging to the Government, are 
credited and utilized as available assets. 
In addition to this the Secretary of the 
Treasury announces that bonds falling due 
in September will be refunded at a lower 
rate of interest without regard to the 
wishes of the holders. Everyone knows 
the terms applied to such acts and manipu- 
lations in private business, Dishonor 
would attach to manipulation of the books 
and the acts would be regarded as acts of 
insolvency. The Government comptroller 
would have a national bank, whose 
officials were guilty of such conduct, under 
Federal supervision in short order. 

The party whose ‘‘Congress’’ forces the 
administration into the repudiation of ob- 
ligations, the manipulation of books and 
the diversion of funds lies under a heavy 
indictment.

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LOOKING TO THE COUNCIL. 


The plurality which elected the Demo- 
cratic Council ticket cannot be cited as a 
decision by the voters of St. Louis in favor 
of any partisan action. It included less 
than one-third of the registered voters and 
fell several thousand short of a majority of 
the vote actually cast. A majority of that 
vote wasa distinct protest against giving 
the Democratic Mayor a Democratic Coun- 
cil which might be too much inclined to 
confirm, without question, any Democrats 
nominated for office. 

A plurality sufficient to elect the ticket 
was obtained, however, by convincing 
many Democratic voters that their party 
nominees would be independent of the 
Mayor, would not be too complaisant in 
confirming his appointments and would 
take care that the party should not be dis- 
graced by the prostitution of the public 
service to any merely personal or partisan 
ends. 

This is recent history, known to every- 
body, and everybody is now waiting 
anxiously to see whether the majority of 
the Council will stand firm on their ante- 
election platform or prove that it was a de- 
ception. It seems to be taken for granted 
that public-spirited vigilance and inde- 
pendent firmness on the part of the Council 
in dealing with the Mayor’s appointments 
can alone keep the most important branches 
of municipal administration out of the 
hands of incompetents or ring tools. 

Not only the general public but thousands 
of Democrats, aware of the Mayor’s foibles 
and anxious that their city and their 
party shall both be protected from them, 
will be painfully impressed by the first in- 
dication that the Democrats in the Council 
are to stand together asa party majority 
in harmonious co-operation with the 
Mayor’s spoils machine tendencies.

William Newby Himself Clears Up the 
Mystery of Shiloh. 


WITH MEMORY RESTORED, HE RECOG- 
NIZES HIS WIFE AND CHILDREN. 


A Dramatic Scene on the Old Newby Farm 
Near Mill Shoals, Ill.—‘‘Pheriby, I 
Have Come Home to You and the 
Children’’—His Strange and Touching

The mystery of Wiillam Newby and the 
**secret of the Shiloh trench’’ have been 
cleared up forever.

Newby himself has solved his 
own secret, and looking into his, old wife’s 
loyal and wistful eyes, has been enabled to 
draw his soul from the strange abyss of 
oblivion into which it had sunk for a genera- 
tion of time, 

A LIGHT AT LAST. 

Last Saturday morning there was 4a re- 
markable scene enacted onthe Newby farm, 
near Mill Shoals, White County, lll. Ina 
novel the chapter describing it would have 
borne the title, ‘*‘The f&cene of the 
Recognition,’’ but there is no need of 
fictional embellishment in telling the 
plain story of the actual occurrence. 
Standing opposite his white-hairea wife,with 
her voice still sounding in his ears and the 
familiar scenes of his boyhood spreading 
their peaceful pictures before his eyes, mem- 
ory returned to Wm, Newby. Like a flash it 
came. In place of the touching bewilderment 
that had heretofore troubled his mind when 
he looked upon her face, there rested the 
calm light of comprehension and recognition. 

‘*Pheb,’’ said the poor old wreck, drifted 
at last into safe harborand calling his wife 
by the dear name he had murmured in fare- 
well thirty years before, ‘‘I know you now. 
You are my wife and I have come home to 
you and the children.’’ 

And the faithful woman who had been 
waiting hopefully, but fearfully, forsuch a 
recognition, burst out sobbing and threw her 
arms around her husband’s neck. 

**I knew you the very moment I set eyes on 
you, William,’’ she cried. ‘‘I would have 
known you anywhere.’’ 

Back from the mystery of Shiloh, across 
thirty years of mental chaosand blank for- 
getfulness, Wm. Newby had, indeed, at last 
returned to his wife and children. The light 
that came to his darkened mind so suddenly 
has not failed since. Itis growing stronger 
and clearer with each succeeding day, and 
chapter by chapter he is making his strange 
story plain to lUsteners, who never. tire of 
listening, 

Five of his children were on the old farm 
that day, three sons and two daughters. His 
mother and brother Whaley were also with 
him. And as though everything had been 
arranged for the ‘‘ringing down of the cur- 
tain’’ on the last act of Wm. Newby’s life- 
drama, there were alsoanumber of his old 
neighbors present. They had ‘‘dropped in,’’ 
as they have done every day since the hero of 
the Shiloh secret returned to life, to talk with 
**Old Bill Newby’’ and wonder if the mystery 
of his life would ever be completely cleared 
up. There were some who doubted still that 
the veritable Wm. Newby had come back. 
They had cause to doubt when they thought 
ofthe long-dead soldier now lying in the 
Shiloh trenches and accounted for on the 
army records as Wm. Newby. They 
had deeper cause to doubt when 
they saw the strange wreck claiming 
to be Wm. Newby look in the faces of his 
wife and children and mutter sadly: ‘‘I do 
not know you. Iwas never married.’’ But 
when they were called into the old Newby 
farm-house Saturday and saw Wm. Newby 
sitting by his wife’s side and talking ration- 
ally about ‘‘old times’’ all doubts vanished, 
One of their number, Farmer Goodwin by 
name, as the story was told this morning by 
Capt. Gilbert J, George, mounted a barrel 
that stood beside the balcony and gathered 
the many neighbors around him. 

THE NEIGHBORS SATISFIED. 

**Boys,’’ he asked, pointing to the old 
couple, who sat within full view, ‘‘do any 
of you doubt now that this man is Bill 
Newby?’’ 

*‘It’s him justas sure as we're standing 
here,’’ came an emphatic response, ana 
Farmer Goodwin from his barrel led off with 
a cheer that must have recalled the old army 
yell of Company D. 

On Sunday last there was a ‘‘big dinner’’ at 
the Newby farm, The entire Newby 
kin was there, with the excep- 
tion of William Newby’s oldest’ son, 
John, who is now settled in 
Texas. Several life-long neighbors of the 
Newbys were also present at the ‘‘celebra- 
tion.’’ Mrs, Pheriby Newby sat at the head 
of the table, ‘‘resurrected’’ William Newby at 
the foot. Capt. George describes the scene 
fitly asaremarkable one. Hesaysthat dur- 
ing the progress of the dinner old William 
Newby laid down his knife and fork and 
looked long and earnestly at his wife. ' 

**I declare, Pheb,’’ said the old veteran, 
finally, ‘‘I don’t believe you’ve changed a bit 
since the day I left you to goto the front, It 
must have been the fault of my old eyes that 
I didn’t know you at first.’’ 

During the two days following the sudden 
freturn of his memory itis said that Wm. 
Newby could not be told enough about his 
children, andthe life of his family in the 
many years of his absence. He would get 
his sons and daughters before him, tell how 
they looked thirty years agoashe remem- 
bered them, and than try totracea resem- 
blance between the children of 1861 and the 
middle-aged men and women of 1891, 

he was especially interested in hearing 
how his wife had ‘‘managed’’ as a widow, 
and whether his loved ones had known ‘‘hard 
times’’ while he was wandering half-witted 
and helpless, from poor-house to poor-house. 
His wife told him every little detail of their 
life, how she had drawn a pension of $12 per 
month as his widow, how if had been larger 
at one time than that, because there was an 
allowance of $2 per month for each child un- 
til the child had reached the age of 16, how 
they had grown upand married, one by one, 
and so the poor old castaway was brought 
‘*in touch’’ with the history of his own wife 
and chifdren. And he was interested in the 
farm, and the changes that had taken place 
on it. 

**When did you build that house, Pheb?’’ 
he asked Sunday, pointingto a frame barn 
that had sprung up some time since the war. 
He was told all about the ‘‘new’’ barn, and 
then drifted off into other questionings. On 
her side, the old wife of Wm. Newby is fath- 
oming, inch by inch, the strange depths of 
the ‘‘second life’’ lived by Wm. Newby since 
the battle of Shiloh. She can hardly touch on 
it B bis, itissaid, before her neighbors and 
old friends, without crying. The pathos of 
it is 8o keen to her loying heart that she al- 
most shrinks back even from the effort 
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necessary in the work of completely restor- 
ing her husband’s memory. 

‘*I can stand all the story well enough,’’ 
she said Sunday, ‘‘except when I think of his 
having been in the White County Poor-house 
right here, three miles from his own home, 
for eighteen months before we found him. 
That seems too cruel to think of almost,’’ 

A STARTLING QUESTION. 

Once Mrs. Newby asked her husband a 
startling question. 

‘*William,’’ she said quietly, ‘‘im' all your 
wanderings during these years didn’t you 
ever have any recollection of your own home? 
Didn’t you think of us sometimes and feel 
that we were living somewhere in the 
world?’’ 

**Some times something would come to me 
like a flash,’’ replied the old man solemnly; 
**something almost like perfect recollection. 
For a moment I would seem to know that you 
all were waiting for me, and that I had a 
home ifI could only find my way back to it. 
But the knowledge would last but a moment, 
and before I could act on it it seemed to pass 
away from my life again.’’ 

It seems that about two years ago o1d Wm. 
Newby drifted through his native county 
‘‘tramping.’’ Within two miles of his own 
farm his own nephew took the pitiful looking 
tramp into his house and gave him a good 
dinner. Newby told his wife of the strange 
and pathetic occurrence Sunday, adding: 

‘‘And you know, Pheriby, everything 
seemed mighty familiar to me then, but 
somehow or other I couldn’t straighten it 
out, and I went away just like a stranger,’’ 

NEWBY’S RECOLLECTIONS, 

Newby tells a comparatively complete story 
now of the occurrences following his fall on 
the field at Shiloh. He says that he received 
two wounds, the first being a shot in the 
right leg, andthat the awful wound in the 
head was received as he lay prostrate 
on the battle-fleld. Before that wound 
was inflicted, however, he remembers calling 
out toa comrade of Company D, who passed 
him, one Private Shores by name, and that 
Shores stopped for a moment and talked with 
him, examining the wound in his leg. Then 
came the shot in the head, and when Wm. 
Newby recovered consciousness he was a 
prisoner on the way to Andersonville. He 
learned that he had been taken from the field 
the very night of the battle. 

After his release from Andersonville came 
the long years of half-crazed wandering and 
poor-house existence, Finally, just how long 
ago Newby does not remember, there crept 
into his minda feeling that he must ‘‘get 
back to Illinois.’’ He knows that at that 
time he was somewhere in Tennessee, and 
that he did make his way back to Illinois 
at .last. He remembers reaching Shaw- 
neetown where he was promptly 
clapped into the poor-house, Released 
from there he got toa point in Hamilton 
County, and into another poor-house he went 
with monotonous promptness. From there 
he drifted into White County andthe White 
County poor-house opened its doors to him 
with the usual hospitality. 

**It’s the poorest poor-houselI struck in all 
my experience,’’ says Newby, laughing, 
even if it is in my own county.’’ 

There was no meeting at 
George’s house last Sunday as had 
been intended, There was no 
reason for one because the mystery of Wm. 
Newby was a mystery no longer. The dead 
soldier in the Shiloh trenches is the missing 
Hy Morris of Company C, Fortieth Illinois 
Volunteers. His mystery has been cleared 
with that of Wm. Newby. The Shiloh secret 
has been given up—almost from the dead— 
after thirty years.

THE LYMPH DID IT. 


A Patient Cured bythe New Lung Treat- 
ment in New York. 


NEw YORK, April 28.—H. Schneider, one of 
the lymph patients at the Montefiore Home, 
was discharged as cured yesterday. Schnei- 
der had been a patient there for several 
months before he received his first inocula- 
tion, on Dec. 16 last. He has been under the 
immediate care of Dr. Simon Baruch and 
House Surgeon Max Rosenthal during the en- 
tire period of treatment. Dr. Eugene Hoden- 
pyl, the pathologist, Dr. Pruddens’ assist- 
ant, madethe examinations of the sputum 
thrown off bythe man. The microscopical 
examination has shown no trace of tuber- 
cular bacgilli for several weeks past, whereas 
at first the disease germs were plainty ob- 
servable, The last injection of lymph 
given to Schneider was sixty-five milli- 
grammes, It was followed by no reaction 
whatever. Other good symptoms that have 
accompanied the treatment are the addition 
of muscular tissue, reinforced pulse, cessa- 
tion of coughingand phlegm and the return 
of appetite. In response to soundings his 
lungs gave back a healthy response and show 
an absence of congestion. 

‘*Sehneider was discharged from the home 
to-day as cured,’’ said Dr. Rosenthal yester- 
day. ‘‘Of course, as in any chronic disease, 
he may suffera relapse ina year or two, 
brought about by poor food, by living in con- 
tracted and poorly ventilated rooms or by 
exposure. Such arelapse, however, would 
not alterthe opinion of a physician that the 
man is cured at the present time. He will 
report to us once a month, that we may con- 
tinue our observations of the history of the 
case.’’

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A PLOT TO MURDER. 


Dr. T. Thatcher Graves Says He Knows 
About It and Will Tell. 


ON MRS. BARNABY’S ORDER HE WAS 
GIVEN A CHECK FOR $80,000. 


Who Sent the Poisoned Liquor From Bos- 
ton to Denver to Kill Mrs. Barnahby?— 
Dr. Graves Says if He Is Going to Get 
$50,000 by the Will He Does Not 
Know It. 


DENVER, Colo,, April 28.—The murder mys- 
tery in the Barnaby case is not yet cleared 
np. Its investigation is being made regard- 
less of expense. The present subject of in- 
quiry is Mrs. Barnaby’s presence in Denver 
and the people in Boston who knew her ad- 
dress here. Since the death of her husband 
Mrs. J. B. Barnaby has traveled extensively, 
and in Europe a few years since met Mrs. 
Worrell and a fast friendship grew between 
them, and in January of this year, in com- 
pany with the latter, she made her first visit 
to Denver. 

The occasion of the trip was to attend the 


wedding of Mrs. Worrell’s son. 
Shortly after the wedding the two ladies de- 


cided to visit California, which they did, ’ 


visiting the principal cities of the Coast to- 
gether, and returned tothis city on April 9 
and establish ed themselves atthe residence 
of Mrs. Worrell’s son fora few weeks’ visit. 
Just a week previous, however, a package 
was receivedat the office of Schermerhorn & 
Worrell addressed to Mrs. Barnaby, and it 
was laid carefully away, as it was supposed 
to be of some value. Learning of the pack- 
age she called at the officeand laughingly 
asked for ‘‘the package her friends had sent 
her.’’ It was given her, and she tore the 
wrapper off, disclosing a wooden box; the 


box was opened anda bottle was brought to 


view. 

It was just an ordinary pint glass whisky 
flask and on one side of it had been pasted a 
piece of white paper that bore the friendly 
inscription: ‘‘Wishing you a happy New 
Year; please accept this fine olg@ whisky from 
your friends in the woods.’’ 

She carried it home and placed itin her 
trunk, 

On the 13th in company with her friend, 
Mrs, Worrell, and her son, they visited the 
latter’s ranch, several miles from the city. 
The drive was pleasant but long, and feeling 
the fatigue cfthe trip as they neared the city 
on their homeward journey Mrs. Barnaby 
said when she reached home they would try 
the effects of the whisky ‘‘from her friends of 
the woods.’’ Reaching home about 6 o’clock, 
after warming themselves Mrs. Barnaby 
went to her trunk énd got out the bottle of 
supposed whisky. She mixed two toddies 
and put about two ='_— tablespoonfuls 
of the deadly concoction in each; she 
carried one to her friend, Mrs. Worrell, 
who drank it, but remarked as soon as she 
did so: ‘‘That isn’t whisky—what is it? I be- 
lieve it’s poison.’”’ 

**All right,’’ replied her friend, ‘‘if that’s 
the case I’ll drink mine,’’ and she did. 

Inafew minutes Mrs. Worrell complained 
of pains in her stomach, and a moment later 
was seized with a violent fitof vomiting. 
Again she reiterated her statement that she 
believed she was poisoned, but Mrs. Barnaby 
replied: 

‘*I can’t be, or else I should be sick,’’ and 
continued to administer to the wants of her 
friend. Mrs. Worrell’s trouble assumed the 
form of hysteria, and she said she must have 
a physician. Her sonleft the house and sum- 
mored Drs. Griffith and Holmes, and return- 
ing, he found not only his mother ill, but 
that Mrs. Barnaby had also become similarly 
affected and had also been placedin bed. 
One look for the physicians was enough; both 
unhesitatingly pronounced it a case of cor- 
rosive poisoning. 

Treatment usual in such cases was resorted 
to, and foratime both patients seemed to 
rally. About 10p. m. Mrs. Barnaby asked 
Mrs. Worrell, Jr., to bring her the bottle of 
whisky, and looking atit, said: ‘‘Something 
wrong, something wrong.’’ The physicians 
looked at it—tasted itand were satisfied it 
contained the cause of the trouble. Accord- 
ingly, both sealed it and took it In their 
charge. 

Untill Wednesday both physicians continued 
to visit the patients, when Dr. Bonesteel, the 
regular family physician, returned from an 
Eastern trip, and the case was turned over to 
him. Hecontinued the treatment adopted 
by his predecessors and effected a recovery 
upon Mrs. Worrell, but her friend refused to 
rally, and on Friday a congested condition of 
the lungs was noticed, from whichthe lady 
died Sunday, 19th, at 2 o’clock p. m, 

It was then the utmost secrecy was decided 
upon, until her relatives, who had been téle- 
graphed for, arrived. 

Mrs. Barnaby’s family consisted of two 
daughters. 

One Miss Maud Barnaby, the youngest, is at 
present abroad and the other, Mrs. Conrad 
of Billings, Mont., arrived on Wednesday 
last. Upon Mrs. Conrad’s arrival, she asked 
that the matter be Kept as secret as possible, 

CAUSE OF THE SECRECY. 

On the Monday following Mrs. Barnaby’s 
death the remains were removed to an un- 
dertaking establishment, when an autopsy 
was held by Drs. Bonesteel, Holmes and Grif- 
fith, which resulted in finding a congested 
condition of the lungs, the cause of death. 
Dr. Bonesteel accordingly issued a certificate 
of death and giving such congestion as the 
cause of death. 

The viscera was also removed at the time, 
properly sealed and taken charge of by those 
present, The bottle containing the liquid 
was given to Dr. Sewall of the Denver Uni- 
versity for anaylsis and he, after a few days, 
reported the presence of arsenic in the al- 
leged whisky. 

Mr. Worrell called upon O6roner Walley and 
offered to deliver the viscerato him, but he 
declined to receive itand stated that they had 
best keep it. Healso,in accordance with 
their wishes, decided to hold no inquest and 
entered into the secrecy with them. The 
reason for such great silence as has been 
maintained by those interested in the case 
is due, itis claimed,-to the fact that they 
wanted to start Eastern detectives at work 
before the news was heralded broadcast 
over the country. 

On Thursday, the day set for the shipment 
ofthe remains, there arrived in Denvera 
gentleman from Providence, R. I., named Dr. 
T. Thatcher Graves, Dr. Graves had been 
the confidential adviser of Mrs. Barnaby dur- 
ing her lifetime; he had been ineeuetedl with 
all her financial affairs; he alone knew the 
condition ofthem. It is rumored by some 
that he will be benefited by her death, but 
this is mere conjecture. 

She is said to have made one will about a 
year ago and another about six months ago, 
but where they are no one knows. Dr. Graves 
denied any knowledge whatever of them. It 
is probable that the reading of them will 
throw new light on the affair. 

The manner in which the place of mailing 
the mysterious bottle became known is due 
to the fact that Mr. Schermerhorn has a little 
son who isa stamp collector, and when the 
wrapper of the bottle fell to the floor, ‘ 
Schermerhorn picked it up,cut off the stamps 
and took them home to his son, who, for 
some reason, had not disturbed them, and in 
three places on them the post-mark, ‘‘Bos- 
ton, Mass.,’’ plainly appears, 
that as the place of sending, beyond a doubt.

Worrell, the surviving victim of the myste- 
rious poisoning tragedy in Denver, arrived in 
Philadelphia this afternoon. Mrs. Worrell 
has almost entirely recovered from the effects 
of the poison, being now able to take solid 
food. 
Shesaid: ‘‘We have not the slightest idea 
where the poison came from, only that it was 
postmarked Boston. The writing was not 
familiar, but from the sentence ‘friends in 
the woods’ Mrs. Barnaby thought it might 
possibly be from Mr. Bennett. But in con- 
nection with the poison we had not the 
slightest idea that it came from Mr. Ben- 
nett. 

‘*Regarding the stories of unpleasantness 
in the family overthe fortune of the father 
and husband, I can say that there was none. 


The mother and her daughters are and have 


been reconciled, and the distribution of the 
money agreed upon. In reference toa story 
about Mrs. Barnaby leaving her lawyer $5,000 
in her will and cutting him off because, in re- 
Sponse to her request that he send hera 
maid, he sent his mistress, and she, discov- 
ering the deception, indignantly discharged 
the girland destroyed the clause in her will 
giving him $5,000, there isthistosay: There 
is nota lawyer in the case. Mrs. Barnaby 


~had told myself and others that she had 


left $50,000 in her will to her physician and 
adviser, Dr. T. Thatcher Graves, and 
last fall gent to him asking for a 
maid. He recommended a young woman 
from Boston. who was employed by Mrs. 
Barnaby while she waa, at Blue Lake inthe 
Adirondacks, but who, proving unsatisfac- 
tory, was discharged and Mr. Graves was ad- 
vised by note to settle accounts with her. 
There does not seem to be the slightest thread 
by which to connect this young woman with 
the affair. It isa very mysterious crime, and 
Yn cannot imagine a motive for its perpetra- 
on. 

Mrs, Mabel Conrad, the daughter of the 
dead woman, occupied a state-room in the 
Pullman attached to the Atlantic express and 
was very much prostrated. She would not 
attempt to connect any one with the crime, 
because she could not imagine a motive, and 
was really in too nervousa condition to talk 
about her mother’s death. 

HE KNOWS ABOUT THE PLOT. 

PROVIDENCE, R. I., April 28.—Dr. Graves 
arrived here last night in charge of Mrs. 
Barnaby’s body. He was very angry be- 
cause of a bogus message sent to his wife as 
he supposed in order to extort information 
from herin hisname. He says he knows a 
great deal about the plot to murder Mrs. Bar- 
naby and will say something startling at the 
proper time. If he can find the man that 
sentthe bogus message he will horsewhip 
him. ; . 

Mrs. Hickey, an old servant of the Barna- 
bys’, says Mrs. Barnaby very rarely touched 
whisky, even as medicine, and the stories 
about her drinking in the woods are false- 
hoods. Mrs. Barnaby’s maid last sum- 
mer in the Adirondacks was Miss Sallie 
L. Hanley. She says she does not know any 
one who ever sent Mrs. Barnaby presents or 
packages. 

Dr. Graves said he did not believe Mrs. 
Barnaby would leave him any money and he 
could have no motive for wishing her dead. 
On the contrary, he was getting a good sal- 
ary from her for acting as attorney and ad- 
viser during her life. 

A CHECK FOR $80,000. 

FALL RIVER, April 28.—W. H. Ashley, an ex- 
ecutive of the late J. A. Barnaby’s will, says 
he signed a check for $80,000 on March 6 for 
Mrs. Barnaby and paid the money to Dr. 
Graves as her agent. 


ALL DENVER ALARMED. 


IN CONSTANT DREAD OF DEATH BY POISON— 
CAUSE OF THE ANXIETY. 

DENVER, Colo., April 28.—The frequency of 
poisoning of late has made the people of 
Denver anxious and thousands of people are 
afraid that every mouthful they eator drink 
will be their last.

SHE BOUGHT ARSENIC. 


INVESTIGATING THE CAUSE OF A WEALTHY BACH- 
ELOR’S DEATH. 

CROWN PornT, N. Y., April 28.—In response 
tothe demand of public sentiment the body 
of Theodore Hunter, and old well-known and 
highly respected citizen, who died March 17, 
was exhumed on Saturday,a post-mortem 
examination was made, the stomach was 
sent to Prof. Perkins of Union College for 
analysis and an inquiry into the cause of his 
death was begun. Hunter was a bachelor 
and since the death of his aged mother 
about a year ago had employed 
as housekeeper a woman named Anna 
Murray, 24 years old, On the morning of 
Tuesday, March 16, he arose in usual health. 
About half an hour after breakfast he was 
taken suddenly ill with cramps in the 
stomach, followed later by persistent vom- 
iting. He grew worse during theday and a 
physician was called who diagnosed the 
case as a billious attack, prescribing forthe 
patient and said that he would be better in 
the morning. But Hunter grew steadily 
worse and shortly after midnight died. When 
the doctor called Wednesday morning and 
found his patient dead he was greatly 
surprised, but made out a certificate of 
death from heart failure. Hunter 
had no immediate relatives hereabouts. 
After the funeral the housekeeper, Anna Mur- 
ray, produced what purported to be Hunter’s 
will, which, after leaving $10,000 each to dis- 
tant relatives, Sarahand Chillion Trimble, 
living near here, bequeathed all the remain- 
der of his estate, valued at $25,000, to Miss 
Murray, who was named as executrix. The 
alleged will was dated Marchi, only four 
days before his death. The nephews and 
nieces are preparing to contest the will on 
the ground of forgery. Hunter was a man of 
prominence in the town. When the facts in 
relation to the will became known people 
began to talk about the i circum- 
stances of his death, and finally when 
a druggist here asserted that just 
before the death Miss Murray had bought 
arsenic at his store ‘‘to kill rats,’’ the de- 
mand for an investigation became so general 
thatthe authorities acted. The physicians 
who made the autopsy testified at the inquest 
that they found nothingin the condition of 
any of the organs so abnormal as to warrant 
them in assigningitas the cause of death. 
Miss Murray admitted sending for the ar- 
senic. Other testimony of more or less im- 
portance was given and late Saturday night 
the inquest was to await the result 
of the analysis of the stomach. )

REVENUE CUTTERS RUSH AND CORWIy

WASHINGTON, D. C., April 28.—From present 
indications seal catching in Behring Sea thjs 
summer is going to be free to all comers. The 
revenue steamers Corwin and Rush wil! re. 
ceive the usual public orders to proceed to 
the sealing. grounds and enforce the law. 
Their commanders will likewise be furnisheq 
with confidential instructions not to molest 
any vessel engaged in sealing beyond the 
jurisdiction mit of three miles from shore, 
Negotiations have been for several weeks 
pending between Mr. Blaine and Sir Julian 
Pauncefote looking to the arrangement of q 
modus vivendi for the approaching season, 
Dut no conclusion has been reached. The 
British experts strenuously deny that the 
fur seal species is elther diminishing or 
being driven from its breeding places 
in Behring Sea, nor do they ad.

. THE TREASURY VIEW. 

Mr. Blaine is understood to regard the 
proposition with favor, but the Treasury be- 
partment, which hasthe immediate respon- 
sibility of the matter, has not given its assent 
to that proposition. According to the Treas- 
ury view the Government lost $385,000 of 
revenue from the seal islands last year by re 
ducing the catch from 100,000 to 60,000 skins by 
way of precaution. There was an additional 
and unexpected loss of $375,000 through the 
timid action of the Treasury agent in charge 
of the islands in stopping the killing when 
only 21,000 of the specified 60,000 skims hai 
been taken by the new lessees. Thus the 
total loss of revenue for one year was $760,(¥"), 
besides which the natives who subsist by 
seal killing lost $39,500 in wages and were re 
duced to great straights in consequence. To 
totally suspend seal killing at the Islands 
the year round would inflict a loss of up- 
wards of a million dollars upon the 
public revenues and of $500,000 upon the 
natives, who would thereby becomea public 
charge upon the Treasury. As the market 
turned out, the new lessees, comprising 
Messrs. D. O. Mills of New York, Stephen Bb. 
Elkins of West Virginia and C. H. Tevis and 
Isaac and Hermann Liebo of San Francisco, 
lost last year some $350,000 of profits by the 
reduction ofthe catch from 100,000 to 60,09 
skins, and an additional $275,000 by the reduc- 
tion of 21,000 skins ordered by the agent. 
They had expected to partially recoup that 
loss Dy a permission to take at least 100,119 
skins during this present year, in addition to 
the skins of seals slaughtered by the natives 
for food. Hencethey view with alarm the 
pending negotiations for a total suspension of 
all manner of seal killing while the govern 
ments are arranging either a final settlement 
or permanent regulation of the fishery. Their 
objections to the proposed modus vivenil 
have been forcibly and effectively presented 
to our Government, and they are understood 
to be confident that no such arrangement 
will be made and that they will be authorized 
to kill 100,000 seals this season for the London 
market. They have also represented the 
impossibility of getting along with the 
treasury agent, Goff, whose alleged malad- 
ministration caused the Government and the 
natives themselves such heavy losses'last sea- 
son, and it has been virtually settled that a 
new agent shall be sent up to the islands this 
yearto represent the interests of the Wov- 
ernment,

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THE NEXT CATCH. 
According to the present outlook and ex- 
pectation the total catch of fur seals this 
year, including those taken at American and 
Russian islands, and by American, British 
and German sealing vessels, will fall very 
little, if anything, short of 800,000 skins. This 
means the killing of one in twenty of the 
whole number of seals of all ages and both 
sexes annually resorting tothe Behring Sea. 
The number taken last year was less than 
120,000, and the catchof past years in that 
sea has rarely, if ever, exceeded 150,000 skins. 
It is said that the 60,000 skins likely to be 
taken at the Russian islands this year are of 
a quality very little if anything iInferiorto 
the Pribylov skins, and that there will! be no 
suspension of sealing at the Kussian is!ands 
under any circumstances. It would 
seem on the whole that sealskin 
garments should be abundant = an 
comparatively cheap next winter. The 
impossibility of effecting a cessation of seal 
catching at the Russian islands is one reason 
urged upon the Treasury Department, why 
our government should not enter intoany 
modus vivendi with Great Britain that would 
chiefly operate to transfer the balance of 
revenues and profits of the sealing business to 
the government and subjects of Russia. [t's 
stated, however, that Lord Salisbury would 
not take the responsibility of interfering with 
the Canadians’ sealing industry unless Mr.

CARPENTERS ISSUE AN ORDER. 


LS 
They Are Determined to Have Recognition 
~The Labor Situation. 

The labor situation to-day is quiet. No new 
developments have come to light, with the 
exception that the Carpenters’ Council have 
promulgated an order that every union car- 
penter who does not report at the hall where 
his union meets Friday morning will be fined 
$. When this order was read before Union 
No. 4, which met at Walhalla Hall, Tenth and 
Franklin avenue, last night, great enthusiasm 
was manifest. There were about 40 mem- 
bers present, and the situation was discussed 
very generally. 

The employing carpenters are not taking 
any decided moves, and since their meeting 
of Friday they have not been called together. 
Itseems to be the determination to allow 
each man to deal with his own workmen. 
Notwithstanding this several contracting 
carpenters have made application to become 
members of the Master Builders’ Association, 
preparing for trouble in case it comes. As a 
general thing the bosses decline to discuss 
what weight the men refusing to go to work 
on May i will have on their future actions. 
They prefer to wait until definite action is 
taken on Friday morning. 

The tin and sheet iron workers took no de- 
cided action this morning, it being under- 
stood that they prefer to wait until May 1, 
when their demands will go into force at the 
same time as the carpenters’. As to the other 
organizations the situation remains un- 
changed. The Municipal electric linemen are 
preparing for the walkout, which will occur 
unless their employers see fit to concede what 
is asked. 

Secretary McMahon of the Central Trades 
and Labor Union continues to assert that 
there will be some May Day surprises, but re- 
fused to name the prospective strikers. 
**The situation,’’ says he, ‘‘is more serious 
than most people imagine, and I predict that 
ifthe carpenters’ trouble is not settled by 
Monday, May4, there will occur one of the 
worst and most extensive strikes which have 
ever occurred in St. Louls. I donot say this 
because I desire to seea serious agitation, 
but because I know the feelings of the men 
in the matter.’’

THE WOOL CROP. 


Indications Point to the Largest Receipts 
on Record in This City. 

The wool dealers of the city are jubilant 
over the prospect of the wool business for the 
present year, and it is confidently antici- 
pated that the amount of wool received in St. 
Louis will be greater by from ® to W per 
cent than Guring any previous season. From 
all quarters tributary to this market come re- 
ports that the crop will be the heaviest on 
record. The winter has been unusually 
favorabie for sheep, storms have been few 
and of little severity, water has 
been plenty, and the losses have 
been insignificant. In Kansas, Texas, New 
Mexico and Colorado the clip will be very 
large, and in Missouri! the fleeces wili aver- 
age higher to.the head than ever before. 
One factor is adding to the importance of &t, 
Louis as a wool market which is influencing 
the trade of none of its rivals, namely the 
improvement in the grade of sheep. in the 
tributary territory. The Mexicans and low 
grace merinos have been replaced by high 
grade merinos, with the result of tncreasing 
the average clip by from one to three pounds. 
The prospects are that the amount of wool 
coming to 8t. Louls will be the largest on 
record.

POVERTY AND POLITICS. 


HOW THEY MINGLE IN THE MAYOR’sS 
OUTER OFFICE. 


Wo Slate Goes in To-Night—A Protest 
About the Sprinkling—President Bur- 
dett Laid Off—-The Sherman Monument 
—Dilatory Contractors. 


The Mayor’s outer office was a sight this 
morning and Sergt, McGrew, assisted by 
Mrs, Harris, the Four Courts matron, had 
just about as much as they could handle. 
There was one woman with no money and 
five children, who had just arrived from a 
little town in Illinois. Her husband was lost 
somewhere in the city and she had no place 
to go. On the next bench was another 
woman with four children and no money 
and no husband. She too had just arrived on 
her way to some place West, she did not 
know where. 

A few minutes later a pleasant-faced old man 
arrived with a little girl he had adopted. He 
sought protection from the girl's mother, 
who had been raisingarow and trying to 
take the childaway. The little girl had been 
taken from her mother by process of law 
because of the inhuman treatment 
she had been subjected to, and on 
top of all this came two policemen 
with two boys howling and sniveling, and 
two weeping mothers training behind. The 
boys were candidates forthe reform school, 
having been arrested repeatedly for various 
offenses and general cussedness. As isal- 
ways the case, the mothers, after having 
sought police interference, regretted it and 
wanted their boys released that they might 
have another chance. They were held for the 
Mayor. 

Mixed in with this collection of unfortunates 
were men of very foreign faces, and still 
more foreign speech, seeking permits to 
peddle on the public streets. 

About 10 o’clock the politicians began to 
sweilthe already too large crowd, making 
the scene a most unusual one. After about 
four hours of hard work Sergt. McGrew and 
Mrs. Harris had all the cases disposed of and 
took their well earned rest. 


The City Won’t Pay. - 

The National Democratic Convention, 
which nominated Cleveland and Thurman, 
met in St. Louls in June, 199, and among 
other methods of entertaining the delegates 
a display of freworks was madein Washing- 
ton square on the night of June 7, to meet the 
expense of which Mr. John W. Kaufman with 
other prominent gentlemen contributed toa 
fund of $2.50. Onthesame night Mr. Kauf- 
man’s mill on Thirteenth and Market streets, 
was destroyed by fire, and during the same 
month Mr. Kaufman instituted a suit for 
$150,000 damages against the city of St. Louls, 
alleging that the city was liable 
because it had permitted the display of fire- 
works, and that the destruction of the mill 
was caused by the fireworks. Subsequently 
Mr. Kauffman removed the case to Sedalia for 
trial, alleging that he could not procure jus- 
tice here. Depositions were taken at 
Leavenworth, Chicago and St. Louls, and the 
case was prosecuted with vigor by Mr. Kauff- 
man’s attorneys, Mr. 8. B. Jones and Boyle, 
Adams and McKeighan, and defended by 
Leverett Bell, City Counsellor. After many 
continuances it was set for hearing on the 5th 
prox. To-day Mr. Bell received notice from 
the opposing counsel that the case will be 
dismissed, andthus the unpleasant contro- 
versy with Mr. Kauffman is happily ended. 


Complaints of the Sprinkling. 

The Sprinkling Department by trying to 
satisfy too many conflicting interests has 
failed to satisfy any and Supt. Bill Johnson 
has for two or three days past been receiving 
so many complaints that it took the 
entire time of a $8 clerk to take care 
of them. Before the sprinkling was com- 


menced under the freguiar contracts the 
| bicycle riders of the city requested that the 
|asphaltum streets be sprinkled only once a 
day so that they would be nice for riding. 
Their request was granted. As soon as the 
weather cleared up and the dust began to 
blow the residents along the streets were 
heard from and a very emphatic demand 
made forthe regular numberof sprinklings 
as specified in the contracts. Some com- 
plaints are coming in from other parts of the 
city, but as yet they are comparatively light. 


Council Meeting. 

The Council and House of Delegates will 
hold regular meetings to-night. There will 
be but little business done in the House be- 
yond passing the temporary appropriation 
bill in time to send it back to the Council. 

In the Council all the bills introduced at 
the last meeting will be read and referred to 
the fragmentary committees. The question 
of committee reorganization will not come 
up, as the week’s time during which the res- 
olution made iast Thursday must rest has 
not yet expired. 

There may be a gas bill introduced and 
another for regulating the milk affairs of the 
city, but both are as yet uncertain. 

The slate will not be presented to-night, as 
the Mayor has expressed his intention to 
wait until the Council has settled its own 
fights before dealing with them. 


B. P. IL. Meeting. 

The Board of Public Improvements met to- 
day in regular meeting. President Burnet 
was granted a twenty days’ leave of absence 
and Maj. Murphy was appointed to act in his 
stead. Mr. Burnet will not leave the city, 
but will do no business while attending to his 
eyes, which are causing him some trouble. 

The recomstruction of a portion of Park 
avenue with wood biocks was recommended 
and an ordinance for that purpose will soon 
be sent to the Assembly. 

A question of jurisdiction arose which is 
still unsettied. Someone discovered that a 
few sprigs of grass have had the hardi- 
hood to grow in the Court- house 
yard and the question is whether Com- 
missioner Kiemm must attend to them or 
whether it is the duty of the Building Com- 
missioner. There may be an opinion from the 
City Counselor demanded. The board deci- 
ded to hoid the next meeting on next Tues- 
day. instead of op Friday, as has been the 
custom.

Mrs. Clemens Hoefele, While Crazed, 
Leaps From » Window. 


HER MANGLED BODY FOUND IN AW AL- 
LEYWAY BY RELATIVES. 


A Sad Tragedy Last Night on Dolman 
Street—Louis Boedicker, an Old City 
Engineer, Ends His Sufferings by Sui- 
cide—Robbed His Brothers — Given 
Three Years. 


Mrs. Clemens Hoefele of 1017 Dolman street 
jumped from a second story window of her 
residence at 11 o'clock last night, receiving 
injuries from which she died in an hour. 

Mr. Charles F. Mathey, Treasurer of the 
Mermod & Jaccard Jewelry Co., lives next 
Goor. Shortly after retiring Mrs. Mathey 
heard a woman’s moans. She called her son, 
Mr. Con Mathey, who listened and 
loca the sounds in Hoefele’s 
yard. He aroused the Hoefeles, who 
had also retired and were not aware ofthe 
tragedy which had taken place. Hastily put- 
ting on his clothes Mr. Hoefele went out and 
found his wife lying inan alley at the side of 
the house, which ts formed by a board fence 
built three feet from the house. Mrs. Hoefele 
s00n lapsed into unconciousness, from which 
she never cameto. She was carried into the 
house and Drs. Danlel Kuhn and Joseph 
Splegelhalter summoned, but she died at 12 
o’clock. She was in her night clothes, 
and had evidently fallen upon 
her head, which was fearfully 
injured. It is supposed that she struck the 
fence in falling. 

The Hoefeles are Germans and are in good 
circumstances. Mr. Hoefele keeps a shoe es- 
tablishment at 821 Market. Mrs. Hoefele has 
been in bad health for some time and of late 
it was noticed that her mind was failing. This 
is supposed to be the cause of her rash act. 
For the past six weeks she has been growing 
worse but it was not thought necessary to 
have her sent toanasylum. She is supposed 
to have been taken with a severe attack 
of mental aberration after § retiring. 
There are three children, all grown, two 
Gaughters and a son. Philip, the son, 21 
years old, isin California, having gone there 
two months ago for his health, his lungs 
being weak. It is thought the fact of her 
gon’s bad healthand absence from home did 
much to bring on Mrs. Hoefele’s state of mind. 
Both the daughters are at home, and assisted 
their father in carrying their mother into the 
house when she was found lying mangled in 
the yard. 


Ended His Suffering. 

Louis Boedicker, one of the oldest and most 
efficient of the city engineers, ended his life 
by suicide last night to escape from a few 
weeks of agony which would have eventually 
killed him. About6o’clock while the family 
was at supper down stairs Mr. Boedicker in 
his room on the second floor of No. 1716 Papin 
street, knelt onthe floor and sent a bullet 
from a 88-caliber revolver through his brain. 

Mr. Boedicker had been for years making 
a losing fight witha canceron his cheek, It 
grew worse and worse untilit became so 
serious that he was compelled to abandon 
his work at the City Hall. Operations were 
performed several times without success and 
for some time he had been taking nourish- 
ment in liquid form through a tube as he was 
unable to move his jaws. During all this 
time his suffering was intense. A short time 
ago the doctors gave him up and he knew 
that be had but a few days to live. Mr. 
Boedicker’s work covers a very extensive 
feld and his services to thecity have been 
very considerable. Nearly allof the recent 
maps of the city have been made under his 
direction. 

He was 57 years old and a German by birth, 
having served in the German army. He came 
to St. Louis at the outbreak of the war and 
was made a Captain of the Engineer Corps 
under Gen. Lyon. After the war he secured 
acity position and held it through merit 
alone, as he never mixed in politics. 

He leaves awife and six children in good 
circumstances. Two sons are in the city 
service and four grown daughters live at 
home, 

His death is deeply regretted by all who 
knew him both officially and socially, and 
he leaves without an enemy in the world.

Palm street. Onthe morning of the 21st inst. 
she went down townand has not returned. 
Her babe she left behind. The missing wo- 
man is 24 years old, 5 feet high, with fair 
complexion, light hairand blue eyes. When 
last seen she worea blue dress and small 
round black hat. 


Robbed His Brothers. 


A warrant for petit larceny was sworn out 
yesterday afternoon against Gus Griffin. The 
defendant is charged with stealing a bundle 
of clothing from his brothers, John and 
Henry, who are at present rooming at 1453 
Oassavenue. The defendant was taken into 
custody by Detectives McGrath and O’Con- 
nell, who found himat the corner of Sixth 
and Walnut streets. He is an ex-convict and 
notorious thief, having recently served a 
term at Jefferson City for burglary and 
larceny.

ANNA DICKINSON SAYS NEW YORE IS 
BRAINLESS AND A BRAGGART. 


She Sighs for New Worlds to Conquer 
and May Go to England—America 
Makes Her Tired——Her Brother Talks 
of the Sisters’ Quarrel. 


NEw York, April 2.—Anna Dickinson 
stayed in herroom yesterdayin order toin 
some measure recreate her mental and 
physical |forces from the exertions of the 
lecture of the prevous evening. But Miss 
Dickinson did not deny herself to any one 
even remotely connected with the press, 
though on reading the newspaper clippings 
of yesterday morning she was somewhat dis- 
appointed. 

**Confess, are you not the leastfbit ashamed 
of your selves?’’ were the startling words 
with which Miss Dickinson greeted the dozen 
reporters who, as she announced from the 


rostrum Sunday night, were about 
to piace her words within the 
reach of 60,000,000 readers. The 
reporters were assembled in a 


circle around the couch where Miss Dickinson 
lay. They blushed in unison, while beneath 
the cover lids was seen a weirdly intelligent 
countenance; and then her voice was not the 
old-time clarion tones of abolition days, but 
aweakand quivering treble which touched 
the heart. Her talk ran thus: 

**I Know itis a dirty plank Iam clinging to 
—that of personality and scandal and the ex- 
amination of buried skeletons, but, my God! 
they have driven me toit. They, my ene- 
mies, have waged a pitiless war upon me for 
twenty years, and now I fight back. I was 
spellbound by my respect for a party that at 
least is still great in name and in history, and 
many of my enemies sit high in the bosom of 
the party, where oncelI was recognized and 
admitted on a footing of equality by their 
betters. But I begin to despair of 
New York ; and now, by the way, 
I may as well tell you I never' did 
think much of your city. New York has 
always struck meas being brainless, illogi- 
caland braggard. I like the Westand the 
West likes me. We understand each other 
and we have each other’s confidential ear. 
Perhaps, after one ortwo more attempts to 
awaken New York I will go West, or, what is 
also quite probable, I may go to England. 
America beginsto make me very tired. I 
sigh for more worthy worlds to conquer. I 
believe I would havea great success in Lon- 
don were Ito draw the veil from the hidden 
picture and show what a people which began 
with the declaration of independence and 
George Washington have degenerated into. 

**Mrs. Ackley, my faithful’ attendant and 
friend,.has returned with my trunks from 
Pittston. My sister had the good sense to 
give them up without makinga fight. I have 
not had time to go through all these massive 
trunks full of letters, so I cannot say whether 
any have been purloined or not, but of one 
thing lam certain, and that is that the most 
important are there and that they are intact. 
I said nothing on Sunday night that I cannot 
substantiate with documentary proof. I am 
wearied and tired of the whole business. I 
would like to speak and lecture upon some- 
thing that is sweet and clean and pure, but 
they would not let me, and now woe be unto 
them.’’ 


PROF. DICKINSON TALKS. 

Los ANGELES, Cal., April 28.—Prof. John 
Dickinson, brother of Susan and Anna, lives 
in this city. He speaks of the controversy 
between the sisters as follows: 

**First, you must remember that Iama 
brother of both the parties and you must not 
make me appear to be taking sides with one 
orthe other. I am very proud of my sister 
Anna. Since she was 16 years old she has 
made considerable money and won great 
prominence. Anna always made money 
easily and was the personification of gen- 
erosity. Susie always acted as housekeeper 
and her Secretary. When Anna’s health 
failed the residence in Philadelphia 
had to be abandoned and a cottage was 
leased in West Pittston, where Susie as 
newspaper correspondent actually supported 
the family. It wasatthis place my mother 
and brother Mled and here Anna returned at 
the time of her suit against the Republican 
National Committee. Susie was unremitting 
inhercare asanurse and workin earning 
money for thefamily. Then Anna was at- 
tacked by insomnia and was soon reduced to 
such a condition that it was absolutely 
necessary she should have restand care. 
The state ofher finances would not permit 
of putting herina private asylum and much 
to Susie’s regret, Anna had to be taken to the 
State Asylum at Danville where she rapidly 
improved. Latershe was taken to another 
institution at Goshen and then her stories of 
persecution commenced. These are common 
ideas with people slightly deranged, but it 
isnot remarkable that Susan should indig- 
nantly rise in her own defense. These stories 
are of that kind which, if all 
the circumstances were known, their trivial 
foundation would appear ludicrous, yet they 
have sufficient foundation to prevent a truth- 
ful person from declaring them lies formed 
out of whole cloth. You know how evenan 
angry person will distort tha most harmless 
acts. My two sistersare not only angry, but 
are worn and weariled.’’ 

The Professor produced letters from Susan 
which showed an intense spirit of love and 
interestin Anna. The letters written during 
the latter’s stay at Danville,were very affect- 
ing. He also read several letters from Anna. 
They are forcibly written and one can easily 
understand how the person they are directed 
against would find it difficult to answer the 
adroitly worded charges they contain.

STANSBURY WON. 


— 


McLean Defeated for the Sculling Cham- 
pionship of the World. 


BILL READER KNOCKS OUT BAXTER BE- 
FORE AN ENGLISH CLUB. 


A Warrant for Sullivan Refused—St. 
Louis Scores an Easy Victory Over 
the Louisville Champions—Results of 
the National League and Association 
Contests—Sporting News of All Kinds. 


MELBOURNE, April 28.—The sculling match 
for £400 and the championship was rowed on 
the Parametta River to-day between McLean 
and Stanbury and was won by Stanbury. In 
the last match between these oarsmen, which 
took place on Nov. 17 last, McLean de- 
feated Stanbury. 


When Hanlan réturned from his second 
trip to Australia a few years ago he was most 
enthusiastic over the athletes of the Antipo- 
des. He said the Australians were not only 
great oarsmen, but that they excelled in run- 
ning, pugilism and all other branches of 
athletics. Their prowess he abscribed to the 
wholesome food they ate, particularly the 
fine beef, which he said theipoorest farmer in 
that far-away land provided his family 
with most liberally, the choicest 
cattle being slaughtered for the table of the 
anan who raisedthem. He said the country 
seemed to be fullof men who contained the 
material for the making of good athletes. 
As an illustration ofthe way good men sprung 
up there Hanian related how one day while 
he was at his boat house on the Paramatta he 
was approached by a green country boy, who 
in a very abashed way told him that he was 
ambitious to become an oarsman and would 
like to be taught. The ex-champion was 
rather amused by the young fellow’s request, 
but with his usual good nature under- 
took to instruct him, Every day 
the young fellow came regularly to receive 
his lesson and, although he knew absolutely 
nothing about pullinga boat when he started 
he soon began to display great aptitude 
for the work. He was possessed of plenty of 
strengthand, although extremely awkward 
and had many bad faults, he gradually over- 
camethem. In ashort time he was rowing 
so wellthat Hanlan advised him to getona 
match with Perkins, the ex-champion of En- 
gland, who was in the country. The young 
fellow did not think he was good enough to 
meet Perkins, but Hanlan persuaded him 
that he was and a match was finally made be- 
tween them fora small stake. It was gener- 
ally regarded as a walkover for the English- 
man, but Hanlan labored hard preparing his 
protege fer the race and when it was rowed 
the young Australian wun in the most hollow 
style. He not only surprised his friends, but 
himself, and Hanlan, when he related the 
incident, remarked that the young fellow had 
in him the material fora good sculler. That 
young man was John McLean, who to-day 
rowed James Stansbury for the champion- 
ship of the world, McLean developed into a 
greater sculler than Hanilan anticipated when 
he left himin Australia. Infact, after his 
return from there Hanilan predicted that 
Stansbury would be the next world’s cham- 
pion, Henry Searle then holding the title. 
The Canadian said that Stansbury was a man 
of phenomenal! strength, but was lacking in 
training and finish as an oarsman. When 
this crudeness and awkwardness had been 
worn off, Stansbury would make a_ world 
beater. 

Stansbury is an older man than McLean, 
the latter having only been rowing three 
years all told. Many of McLean's earlier 
contests were skiff races. It was not until 
last year that he became prominent, achiev- 
ing fame by defeating Neil Matterson ina 
three-mile contest on March 28. In less than 
two months, May 15 of last year, Mclean 
was forced to lower his colors to Peter Kemp, 
who had twice defeated Hanlan and had 
beaten Neil Matterson three times. After 
his defeat by Kemp, McLean rowed his 
next important race on the 17th of last No- 
vember, when he defeated Stansbury. The 
latter was regarded at the time as the best 
man in the world, and there were 
charges that he had thrown the 
race. McLean followed up his victory by 
reversing the tableson Peter Kempand de- 
feating him on December 15. This made Mc- 
Lean champion of the world. Then Stans- 
bury challenged him for the race which took 
place to-day. 

The first important race of Stansbury took 
place on July 18, 1888, when he was defeated 
by Henry Searle in the very fast time of 
19:58% for three miles. When O’Connor, the 
American champion, wasin Australia last 
year he rowed Stansbury on June 23 and the 
Australian won. A foul was claimed and the 
race was rowed overon June 80, Stansbury 
again winning. Stansbury’s only other really 
important race was last November, when M-- 
Lean lowered his colors, but Stansbury par- 
ticipated in a number of events of less conse. 
quence and showed to be a great 


oarsman 
Australia’s.other great oarsman, Peter 


Kemp, is older than either Stanbury or Mc- 
Lean and has a much more extended record. 
He sprang into prominence in 1886, when he 
was defeated in Engiand in a four-mile race 
by G. J. Perkins.and later by G. Burbear, both 
mediocre men. Kemp improved . greatly 
after that, however, and on July 4, 1887, 
roweda three-mile race in Australia with 
Neil Matterson and won. On Feb. 11, 1888, 
after Beach’s retirement, Kemp defeated in 
the Anti podes a Clifford for the 
world’s championship and on May 5, 
of the same year he success- 
fully defended the title against 
Ed. Hanlon, who went to Australia in hopes 
of bringing it back to America. Again, on 
Sept. 2of the same year, Kemp outrowed 
Hanlon, buta month later, Oct. 27, the title 
was wrested from him by Henry Searle, who 
held the title upto the time of his sudden 
death on his returnto Australia after his de- 
feat of O’Connor in England in 1889. Two 
days after hisdefeat by Searle, Oct, 29, 1888, 
Kemp won his second race from Neil Matter- 
son. He beat Matterson for the third time 
April 23 last year, and followed it up by 
downing McLean on May 15, the latter defeat- 
ing him, as stated, on Dec. 15. A challenge 
from Kemp to the winner is now looked for. 


BASE BALL. 

The remarkable showing made by the 
Louisville Club this year has been one of 
the base ball surprises of the season. Every- 
body had the team set down as one of the four 
candidates for tail-end honors, but, with the 
exception of a day or two, the Association 
champions of last year have been leading the 
race so far this season and are still in first 
place. As most oftheir players are compar- 
atively unknown brief sketches of some of 
them will not be amiss.
